2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record do not teach or suggest the limitation of the claimed for the 
first receiving facsimile machine sending at least a telephone number of a second 
receiving facsimile machine and a facsimile message concerning the nature of an error 
occurring at the first receiving facsimile machine to a transmitting facsimile machine in 
the event of error at the first receiving facsimile machine. 

Some of the prior art related to facsimile error notification are cited and detailed 
below which fails to teach the limitation of independent claims 1 and 7 as stated above. 

Heo (U.S. Patent No. 5,825,990) discloses a facsimile system comprising a first 
receiving facsimile for reporting an error state of the receiving facsimile to a transmitting 
facsimile. Heo is silent about sending back a facsimile number of an alternate 
destination.
